Washington. May 2. The speech made

by Mr. Mont-- y on the claims question has de-
pressed the Republicans as much as it has
elated the Democrats.

The fear that
at one time prevailed that if the intelligence
of the south was allowed to participate iu the
administration of the covernment, through
the ascendency of the Democratic party, it

ould attempt to break down and ruin it
that it wouli try to accomplish by political
chicanery what its armies could nc t in the
held this tear was to be rearoused by tens
array of figures pat forward with seeming
tairueos as compiled irom omcial sources.
New England towns were flooded with copies
of the long lift, and the dead walls of the
manufacturing centers of the northern States
were covered with posters, as I am informed,
calling attention to these southern claims, no
one of which has received the slightest con
sideration in tho house, and lew or any of
which are likely to. Without a truthful ex-
planation of the chances these claims have of
ever going through, and without one word to
show that the Democrats are more positively
committed to economy in every direction than
the Republican?, it is not difficult to realize
the sensation the tables of the Tribune would
have upon populations who expect to find all
the marks of the devil on every southern
man. If, they were told no doubt, the Dem-

Visions of the
revival of the Confederate war debt as part of
the national debt, of the wholesale allowance
of all classes of southern claims, of pay
ment lor slave property, and
finally of a general collapse of
the finances of the country as a result of
this illegal overloading, flitted through the
average Republican mind, reviving the tra-
ditional hatred of Democracy and arousing
the animosity against the south, which, I
fear, will not die until this generation sleeps
with those that have gone before. These
thrifty people who profited enormously by
the war which they carried on by proxy
doubtless stood aghas-- t as they contemplated
the figures placed before them so as to convey
the idea that if they had not they certainly
would pass both houses and be paid. Thanks
to Air. Money, the dangerous idea thus
plausably presented, has been exploded. lie
met the Tribune with fact for fact, and utter-
ly destroyed a fabric raised with consummate
ingenuity and with a recklessness as to the
truth amazing even in these days of disre-
gard for honest, fair dealing. But Mr.
Money has not only given the Democratic
party a speech on which to build
as upon a thousand texts, he
has also given an impetus to the investiga-
tion by leading Democrats of facts collateral
to those which he has engrossed with such
telling effect. During the progress of the de-

bate in the house (it being then in committee
of the whole) on Tuesday last, on the legisla-
tive, judicial and executive appropriation bill,
discussion took a wide range, the Republi-
cans taking advantage of the occasion to at-
tempt the difficult task of making capital for
economy.

sible that these claims with which politicians
frighten the credulous voter of the north
may ever be paid? As far as the payment
for slaves and debts of the Confederate States
is concerned, that i forever settled by the
latter part of the fourth clause of the four-
teenth amendment to the constitution, which
holds this language:

" 'But neither the United States nor any
State shall asoume or pay any debt or obligation
incurred in aid of insurrection or rebellion
against the United States, or any claim for
the loss or emancipation ofany slaves; but all
such debt?, obligations and claims shall be
held illegal and void.'

"These gentlemen know that this clause
cannot be amended except by two-third- s

votes of both houses and ratification of three-foun- hs

of the States, or by an act of a con-
vention called by two-thir- oi the States and
ratified by the legislatures of three-fourth- s of
the States. Only eleven States seceded from
the Union; only fifteen i slavrs in 1861;
and there are thir.y-- t .jr-i States in the
Union. We might as well attempt to mate-
rialize the shadows oi Uat year's clouds as to
fix such claims as a charge upon the public
treasury. Coming down to another class of
claims for service rendered, property con-
verted, and bills for public improvements,
will a careful exegesis show that there is any-
thing unreasonable, unjust, unfair, or dis-

honest in these claims, or unwarranted by the
constitution and the laws as they exist? Is
there anything in them that is not approved
by a sound equity ? The idea
of payment of claims is calculated for north-
ern latitude exclusively. The southern cla im-an- t,

poverty-stricke- n and almost hopeless,
feels a growing sense of the injustice of the
law's delay. My sympathies have not been
very actively excited for those men of the
south who prefer accounts against the gov-
ernment for losses sustained during the war,
backed by an oath that they never in any
manner aided or assisted the rebellion, or
sympathized with the people engaged
therein. A man of the south who, in that
tremendous struggle in whose raging vortex
was swept all the hopes, the fears, the as-

pirations, tbeprayers of his relatives, friends,
neightxirs and fellow-citizen- s, yet stood un-
moved, without the excitement of a natural
sympathy, or one who, having felt himself
moved to encourage and assist, and yet per-
jures himself simply for the refurnishing of
his purse, is a man whose claim I can see fail
with profound indifference. But there is a
class of claims which is a javt indebtedness,
and however much I doubt the policy,
as I do, ot vexing the ear of authority with
cries for relief, yet this government cannot
afford to ignore them. The proceeds of cap-
tured and abandoned property, after the pay-
ment of all expenses of collection, after pay-
ments made by the secretary of the treasury,
and payments made under judgment of the
court of claims, can yet be fairly estimated
at fourteen million dollars, held in the treas-
ury, by a decision of the supreme court, a
trust fund, and not the properly of the United
States, whose fiduciary capacity must be ter-
minated by payment to the owner who can
establish his right of property. Proof of loy-

alty is demanded as well as proof of
proprietorship, and the time fur such proof
is limited to two years. The general pardon
and amnesty of the twenty-fift-h of Decem-
ber, 18G8, proclaimed 'restoration of all
rights to property, except as to slaves, and in
Eroperty cases rights of third parties shall

and the claimant whose dis-
abilities were thus removed have an equita-
ble claim upon the government for theirprop-ert- y

held in trust by the government.' Im-
mediately after the war, when the southern
people were stunned and dazed by
that great disaster, with the black
track ot invading armies marking all their
territories, countless homes in ashes, fences
destroyed, and fields laid waste, they with
heart of hope addressed themselves to the
task of rebuilding their broken fortunes.
Then, when they needed tho strong hand of
Federal power to sustain them in their efforts,
it fell upon them as heavily as the mailed
gauntlet of war, taking from their impover-
ished resources, in four years, in the cotton
tax, the vast sum of eigbty-thre- e million dol-

lars a direct assault upon the great industry
of the south. Our people realize that this
tax will never be returned, but is it not worth
the consideration of those gentlemen who
scoff impatiently at the petitions for aid for
southern improvements? Would it not be
an act of justice, as well as of grace, that
some portion of this enormous confiscation
should be returned in aid to internal improve-
ments? Aa the hand of Federal power has
rested heavily upon us in anger, would it not
be wise and well for it to give one touch of
benediction? This government cannot af-

ford to avoid an honest obligation. It can-
not afford to do injustice to the meanest of
its citizens.
As far as I am concerned, I will cheerfully
support a bill to remove every class of claims
from congress to a court of proper jurisdic-
tion, for in my opinion it is neither wise nor
safe that congress should audit accounts and
vote settlements with the individual creditors
of the nation. For two reasons they should
be removed from congress; first, for judicial
determination; and, second, to eliminate
them from politics."

After reading the tables already given in
this correspondence, and commenting upon
them at length, Mr. Money said:

"Happy, indeed, for this country, that in its
time of danger and trouble there existed a
Democratic party in the north who, main-
taining the integrity of the Union, yet kept
their judgments undimmed by prejudice; and
loving the Union as a whole, loved, too, all its
sections, and stood the agents of reconcilia-
tion to perfect the reunion of States and to
protect the prostrate south from the vindict
ive oppression ot those who in tbe tury and
passion of civil strife lost sight of the very
genius and character of that union. In what
have these Democrats of the north shown

unworthy of the most generousShemselves every measure of legislation they
have been the faithful champions of the peo-
ple, whether in a hopeless minority or in a
triumphant majority. They have been the
enemies of corporations and rings, of cen-
tralis ition and despotism, waging the battle
of popular rights, and maintaining the con-
stitution as our fathers gave it and as the
years have made it.
When men's passions sink to rest then they
begin to think, and this is the clanger that
threatens the Republican party. The life of
that party is in agitation, and if a cause for
excitement cannot be found one must be im-
agined. Hence this yearninsr solicitude to
preserve the fruits of the war. The fruits of
the war cannot be endangered, ihe slave is
freed, andnothing can Jremand him to servi-
tude, less than the power of Omnipotence.
He has all the civil and political rights of the
white man. Some Republicans may desire
his disfranchisement, but to the southern
States he is an element of power, an avail-
able strength in the electoral college and in
congress which we will not willingly give up.
Putting it upon the ground of interest, the
southern man has a stronger reason than any
other can have in preserving the ballot in the
hand of the negro. The question of the
supremacy of the Federal power has been de-
cided through the arbitrament of the sword,
and the constitution of my State declares
that every citizen ot Mississippi owes a para-
mount allegiance to the United States.
What 'fruits of the war' are threatened
with destruction ? Is this constant effort to
prejudice southern representatives in the
minds of northern people really necessary to
Republican success? Would not a
wiser, more generous and magnanimous
po'.:y have fixed the scepter of power
in Republican hands through a long succes-
sion of administration? Although born and
reared in Misiesippi, believing slavery was
right, indoctrinated in the theory of 'State
rights,' giving all I had to the Confederacy,
yet 1 can see that to the world the Republi
can party, whether justified by the constitu-
tion or not. occuoied a position as the cham
pion of human freedom that was not only
commanding but almost inspired. They had
the vantage-groun- d, but they have lost it by
abuse ot power, by licentious extravagance,

terests of labor, by their conspicuous ina
bility to realize that the war is over, and that
peace, reconciliation, and good-wi- ll are the

The Democratic party represents the inter
ests of labor, the sentiments of the people,
the spirit of our institutions.

We may
be assailed with epithets, but, so far as man-
hood will permit, will forbear the expression
of even a just indignation.

These extracts will serve tt show the scope
and drift of a speech that has so worthily
commanded public attention and which has
been commented upon by friends and ene-

mies, as a speech that must not be adowed
to pass unchallenged.

Heating Cities by Steam.
The success of heating the city of Lock-po- rt

has induced the citizens of Auburn, New
York, to also try the experiment. In Lock--
port they have three miles of pipe laid to test
the system financially. The result shows
that it will pay. Several consumers were
charged the same amount that they paid the
previous winter for coal, and this amply re
paid the company for expenses. The loss of
steam by condensation is about two to two--
and-a-ha- lf per cent, on a mile of pipe. In
houses the steam, as fast as condensed, is
collected in reservoirs for domestic purposes,
and the cost of fitting a house of average
size with appliances is put down at one dol
lar and tnirty-hv- e cents.

Ihe amendment was re
sisted generally on the Democratic side, and
was supported on the Republican side,, as
necessary for the quicker dispatch of busi-
ness in the decision of pension claims. The
vote resulted yeas, Ilo; nays, 114. All the
Republicans voted for the amendment.and the
Democrats, with the exception of Stephenson
and six others, against it. The speaker cast
his vote in the negative, thus tieing the vote
and defeating the amendment.

The next vote was on the motion to strike
out the section which authorizes the entire
clerical force, six excepted, now employed on
the medical and surgical history of the war
to be employed on the work necessary to the
prompt payment of pensions.

THE KNIGHTS TEMPLAR.

The Drill of the Commanderlca at
Nashville, and Other Proceeding?

of m Bloat Interesting Char-
acter St. Elmo, of

Jtlemphta, Takes
the Price.

Nashville American, 4th: The talk of the
day was the competitive drill to occur on the
public square at three o'clock in the after-
noon. The various commanderies formed in
line in front of Masonic Temple at that hour,
and were soon marching off for the scene of
contest. From Church street they passed
into Summer, through Summer to Cedar and
through Cidar to the public square, march-
ing around it, and coming into the space be-

tween the market and courthouses, entering
it from the north side, the Nashville corn-ma- n

dery in the lead, headed by Duff 's band,'
Murfresboro, Jackson, St. Elmo and Cyrene
commanderies following, the two last named
marching to the airs of the Memphis band.
As the Nashville commandery entered the
space mentioned it swept around in a mag-
nificent wheel, and marched with even front,
stretching entirely across the space to the
southern side of the square. The other com-
manderies followed in sections, and c ime to a
halt with the Nashville commandery. Crowds
of people now swarmed around the drill-groun- d,

making an almost perfect and hol-
low sqaare, standing from ten to twenty
deep. The portico of the courthouse repre-
sented a pyramid, and every window was
filled with a bouquet of ladies. All the win-
dows in tha houses on the square, in full view
of the grounds, were crowded with the fair
sex, and the top of the M'Crea enginehouse
was covered with ladies and gentlemen,
while the windows of the city hall were
brought into requisition. Even the tops of the
tall wholesale and retail houses were utilized
by persons anxious to glance on the stirring
scene below them. The courthouse fence was
a hedgerow of small boys who had fully de-
termined to see the drill out.

An impromptu stand had been erected on
the east side of the markethouse, upon which
stood Governor James D. Porter, Captain
Alexander Porter, and Rev. Mr. Shoup. pas-
tor of the Church of the Advent, the nd

Grand Commander Foster, Deputy
Grand Commander Connor, Past Grand
Commander Blackie, Grand Generalissimo
Fussell, Eminent Commander G. A. Pope,
Past Grand Commander Morton B. Howell
and Grand Sentinel George Sieferle,

Jackson commandery, with fourteen mem-
bers, won the first place, and at once entered
for conflict. It got a bad start, but steadily
improved, displaying great efficiency, and
frequently winning applause. Their time
was rather too fast, forcing them to a too
rapid evolution of their movements. Perhaps
the greatest difficulty which they had to con-
tend with was tbe rain which poured down
heavily during almost the entire time they
were out.
